On  February  27th  and  28th,  the  Montgomery  Bell  Academy  debating 
team  swept  the  Southern  Division  of  the  Barkley  Forum  Debate  Tourna- 
ment at  Emory  University  in  Atlanta.  The  team,  which  was  formed  a 
year  ago.  is  composed  of  boys  from  the  junior  and  senior  classes  and  is 
coached  by  Mrs.  Norton  Campbell.  The  team  members  are  Garth  Fort. 
Aubrey  Harwell,  Don  Houser,  and  Lionel  Barrett.  Alternates  arc  Sam 
Robertson,  Don  Shrivcr,  and  Chip  Hutchison. 

The  team  and  Mrs.  Campbell  ar-  — ■ 
rived  on  the  Emory  campus  on 
Thursday  night,  the  26th  Regis- 
tration of  the  thirty-five  schools 
from  Tennessee.  Georgia.  Florida 
South  Carolina,  and  Alabama  was 
held  on  Friday  morning  Three 
rounds  took  place  on  Friday  after- 
noon and  two  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing. 

All  the  states  except  Georgia 
were  debating,  "Resolved,  that  the 
United  States  should  adopt  the 
essential  features  of  the  British 
educational  system."  Because  of 
this  difference  in  topics,  there  were 
two  divisions:  the  Southern  Divi- 
sion and  the  Georgia  Division.  In 
the  Southern  Division,  Don  Houser 
and  Lionel  Barrett  won  first  place 
for  the  affirmative  teams;  Garth 
Fort  and  Aubrey  Harwell  took  first 
place  honors  for  the  negative 
teams;  these  two  teams  together 
won  the  first  place  team  award. 

Lionel  was  awarded  a four-year 
scholarship  for  placing  second  in 
individual  speaking  ability  for 
both  divisions.  Dominating  such 
a large  tournament  Is  a great  ac- 
complishment for  the  boys  because 
they  are  only  in  their  second  year 
of  debating.  It  is  a tribute  not 
only  to  their  individual  efforts  and 
skills,  but  also  the  help  and  advice 
that  Mrs.  Campbell  has  so  often 
given. 

The  debating  team  is  scheduled 
to  enter  the  State  Meet  at  Clarks- 
ville later  this  month  and  also 
tournaments  at  Vanderbilt  and  Se- 
wanee  Military  Academy.  The

upcoming  contests,  and  we  are 
sure  that  they  will  continue  their 
ways.

Interesting 
Assembly  Programs 

On  the  morning  of  March  4,  we 
were  privileged  to  listen  to  Rabbi 
Silverman  of  the  West  End  Tem- 
ple. The  Rabbi  talked  about  prej- 
udices. saying  that  they  were  usu- 
ally a result  of  one’s  ignorance  of 
the  other  party.  He  pointed  out 
that  America  is  predicated  upon 
the  right  to  be  different  or  Indi- 
vidualistic. and  we  must  learn  to 
respect  all  people,  even  though 
they  are  unlike  ourselves.  He 
concluded  his  talk  with  an  excel- 
lent comparison  He  compared  the 
many  different  people  to  the  many 
types  of  instruments  in  an  orches- 
tra. and  the  combination  of  all  the 
parts  makes  something  very  beau- 
tiful. If  only  man  could  operate 
in  the  same  way. 

On  March  II.  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Ritter  of  the  Brentwood  Methodist 
Church  told  us  about  his  experi- 
ences during  his  trip  to  Russia. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  Russians 
put  the  emphasis  on  the  state 
rather  than  on  the  individual  as 
in  our  country.  The  result  is  that 
the  Russians  manufacture  many 
machines  for  their  factories,  but 
most  of  the  people  rarely  have  the 
opportunity  to  buy  a new  pair  of 
shoes.  He  said  that  the  Russians 
are  working  for  a time  when  they 
can  have  those,  to  them,  luxuries. 
Their  government  constantly  spurs 
them  on  by  reminding  them  of 
their  desolate  past.  Finally,  the 
Reverend  said  that  we  Americans 
must  not  take  the  Russians  too 
lightly,  for  they  have,  in  a very 
short  length  of  time,  become  one 
of  the  top  three  powers  of  the 
world.  Both  these  programs  were 
very  interesting  and  were  enjoyed 
by  all.
